he continued to add to bifi reputation. 
When tho Metropolitan^ Police Depart- 
ment was organized, Officer Jourdun fol- 
lowed hia old friend Capt. (now Judge) 
Dowhng out of tho service, and resumed 
his old life us a newspaper folder, only to 
givo it up October 11,1858, when he wag 
appointed on the new force and joined tho 
Sixth Precinct under Cjpt. Dowliug, also 
roappom ted. 


So well had he become known as a sharp 


deteutive and courageous officers, tbut tho 
Board :>f Comiuissiouc's made him a Ser- 
geant on th.i 24th of April, 18fiO, iu which 
position he remained uutil January 31, 
wbcii ho was appointed Captain of the 
Sixth Precinct, to fill the vacancy caused 
by Justice Cowling's rppointcieiit. to the 
Board of Police Magistrates. As Captaic, 
Mr. Jourdan added greatly to his reputa- 
tion, and to him went a great deal of busi- 
ness properly belonging to the Central 
Office. 
Merchants and others found him 


always ready and eager to take up a case, 
no matter how hopeless, and his detective 
acumen was of such a high order that he 
rarely failed to clear the moat iiystcrious 
or puzzling case. 
He became 8 > well ac- 


quainted with tho criminal clasiies of this 
and other cities ot tho Union tht t it seem- 
ed eaay for him to pick out the mart who 
had committed the offense given him to 
investigate. Buiglarsi* id othec desperate 
thieves came to tear h:>n, r^d XT any of 
them owe to his efforts long terms in* tho 
various State prisons in the country. 
He alwuys paid'earnest attention to mur- 
der cases, and 1 "t no stone unturned 
to seou o tho crim' >ial and in nearly eve "J 
instance where tl e homicidal cv'-uo was 
committed m his precinct, he succeeded 
in arresting tho cj'pril. 
He viascon- 


stantly catching 
aoino thisf or bur- 


glar who had broken over in some ether 
precinct, frequcn ly b.mng the offender 
and his plunder bei'oro his neighboring 
Captain even knew that tho crime had 
been commit.ed. 


In 
importr it robberies, where the 


amount ot the property was very lar^e, 
Mr. Jourdan invariab'y distinguished him- 
self. In 186(5 ho recovered $204,000 in 
money and bonds, thut had been ptolcn 
from the St. Nicholas Hotel. In 18C7 he 
directed the operations of five well-known 
detectives through five months' search af- 
ter tho Concord, N. H., Buik robbers, and 
finally succeeded in arresting the prime 
mover in that celebrated burglary, besides 
recovering $310,000 of tho » .len bonds 
and securities. He was also energetic in 
working up, with Captain Irviag, of the 
Headquarters Detective Squad, the famous j 
Lord bond robbery, where nearly $3,000,-: 
000 were carried off, and ho was mainly 
instrumental 
in 
recovering $105,000 


worth of the plunder. He and others re- 
covered $80,000 in bonds that had been 
stolen from the Royal Insurance, and $150,- 
000 fortbe Mechanics'Insurance Company, 
of New .vk. In 18C8 ha worked up the 
Bowdomham Me., Bank robbery, and re- 
covered $75,000. 


During hia career aa a police officer, he 


was remarkable for the clc irnesn with 
which he prepared his cases, nnd so 
effectually paved the way for the District 
Attorneys that very few of his prisoners 
escaped conviction. As Captain, he was a 
strict disciplinarian and impartial su- 
perior. Ho always displayed great execu- 
tive ability in the conduct of his precinct, 
being always careful to confine himself 
within the strict letter of the law in the 
performance of police duties. Earnest in 
the discharge of his own duties, he always 
exacted strict attention and discipline from 
his subordinates, though his general dis- 
position and readiness to appreciate faith- 
ful performance of duty made him a favor- 
ite with his men, and created for him a 
host of friends in all classes of society. 


When the present »yetemc? Police was 


perfected, Mr. Jourdon, came naturally 
into the great work as an available candi- 
date for the position of Superintendent, 
vacated by Mr. Kennedy's resignation, and 
ha was duly appointed to that arduous 
and responsible post by an unanimous 
vote of the Be ard. H,s record as Chief 
Executive of i he department is an excel- 
lent one, though his ambition to repress 
existing evils in the department led him 
to overtask his strength, and the occur- 
rence of the Nathan murder greatly added 
to his anxiety and work. Por nearly an 
entire month* after that terribly mysteri- 
ous crime Mr. Jourdan scjrcely slept cr 
retted, in his extisord'iory efforts to se- 
cure an elucidation of tho mystery that 
yet surrounds that assassination. 
This, 


added to the great strain on his mental 
faculties, brought on a severe prostration, 
and he was compelled to des'.st and place 
himself under tbe 
care of physicians. 


Even then ho persisted in keeping cogni- 
zance of the business of the department, 
and it wns only within a week that he 
fdiled to leave hi» houpo for his office-chair. 
In his death the Department will lose a 
valuable executive head, who cannot be 
easily replaced.

What a Uhlan Look* Like. 
After leaving this outpost I came across 
Uhlan bivouac, and I will try and de- 


scribe one of these men — tbe dread of tbe 
Trench peasantry. 
Before doing so I 


must, however, clear them of the dreadful 
atrocities they are said to have committed. 
As yon ate well aware, they an always 
he precursors of the Prussian army. 
The;f go frequently as far an twenty or 
thirty miles in advance of the army, and 
of course, on entering a town or village, 
f they meet with resistance, they must 
use harsh measures. Not unfreqiiently one 
or more of the Uhlans meet tbeir death 
either treacherously or' otherwise; IIOT- 
ever, this seldom impedes their progress, 
'or if one out of two comes back sound 
iey bavo gained their object, which is 
a reconnoissance of tbe country. 
A 


Uhlan in about the best mounted, cavalry 
man ia tbe Fervic*; the average weight of 
i> man with bis accoutrement* is about 100 
pounds, German. The horse appointments 
ire very similar to those of our own car- 
airy — i. e., they have the ordinary cavalry 
saddle and bridle. But the manner- of 
packing away a Uhlan's kit is different 
First of all, they bave bu', one wallet, 
which bolds the pistol; th.. other is an 
ordinary leather bag, which looks like a 
wallet; in this they stow ..way..a pair of 
boots and brushes, &c., for cleaning their 
accoutrements. Below tbe saddle there is 
an ordinary caddie cloth. 
Then acrom 


the saddle— on which the man sits — is hi*) 
whole kit, which consists cf one ^air of can- 
vas trousers, loose canvas jacket and two 
pair of stockings, packed carefully away in 
a bag resembling a valise. The clo.»k — 
no cape — is rolled up and placed at the 
back of the saddle. They carry two corn 
sacks, containing six pounds of corn in 
each on either side of the clonk and a mean 
tin encased iu leather strapped on to tbe 
bock of the saddle. Over all this comes 
the shabraque. The lance is a cl'imsy 
looking weapon weighing four and s. half 
pounds. The mac's dres4 is similar to our 
lancers, with the exception of the overalls, 
ours having leather, the Prussians wear- 
ing boota. They seem never in the way 
nor out of the way. If they crowd a road 
they clear it too. They come iu from out- 
posts thirty miles ahead autl bring infor- 
matlon which is aew« to all. Some, however 
Ho not coine in; for, I am onrry to say, the 
French peasantry have taken up arms in 
reply to the levy en masse, and fire on the 
Prussian officers and outpost* recklessly at 
night. Depend upon it this will leadito 
terrible reprisal?, and you must not be 
shocked if you hear of some great ven- 
geance being wreaked 911 a French village.

800 A.D., 
had crowned Chariemagne as .Emperor of 
tb« Vest, in St Peter's Church (not the 
present structure), conceived the idea of 
enclosing Some with fortified walla, but 
wa» unable to carry oat that project from 
WUkVoi mean?. Thirty-six y«»rs after the 
death of this Pope, one of his successors, 
tbo fourth who aaanmed tbe name of Leo, 
and wa» a Roman by birth and feeling, re-" 
•olved to do' what the other had desired. 
Gibbons says:

fint ages oi the Kepublic glowed in las 
hreakt; and amidst the ruins of his country
